Palestinian factions will in using 
terror against each other in the near 
future, an on the Middle East 


edicted yesterday. ‘According to Dr. 

fbriel Ben-Dor, of Haifa University, 
this is tikely to happen when the Pales- 
tinians are called upon to make deci- 
sions on controversial political issues. 

Dr. Ben-Dor was speaking at a con- 
ference on strategic issues being held by 
the Hebrew University at the Van Leer 
Tustitute in Jerusalem. Yesterday's sessions 
were devoted to ‘“Térrorism and hiackmail 
as strategic instruments.” 


Most victims of Palestinian terror had them- 
selves been Palestinians, Dr. Ben-Dor said. 
The fact that there were many separate 
terrorist groups within the Palestinian 
movement was already an important com- 
ponent in the dynamics of their activities, 
with the groups vying with each other. 
When the time came for decisions on 
crucial issues this: competition could erupt 
into violence. 

Among the factors which made Pales- 
tinian terrorism unique, was its affluence, 
derived from the contributions of Arab 
governments. Almost all.of the 13,000 mem- 
bers of the groups affiliated to the PLO 
received regular payments, the exceptions 
being the 500 odd members of Naif Hawat- 
meh’'s Democratic Popular Front. 

Some other factors distinguishing the 
Palestinians from other terrorist movements 
were an extreme lack of discrimina‘ion in 
choice of methods and targets and the 
fact that they made very little attempt to 
influence Israel politically, but were rather 
bent on the total destruction of Israeli 


Dr. Ben-Dor said that Israel's smallness, 
in size and population, and its long lines 
of communication made it particularly 
vulnerable to terrorism. The stress on im-~ 
migration and tourism, easy targets for 
terrorists, accented this. In addition, Israel 
was sensitive to casualties, morally inhibi- 
ted in retaliating and was restricted by its 
preoccupation with conventional warfare. 

Also acting against Israel in the con- 
flict with the terrorists were its dependence 
on public opinion in the West and “the 
asymmetry in resources.” 

Dr. Ben-Dor did. not believe that the 
growing legitimacy of the PLO interna- 

tionally, culminating in Arafat's UN ap- 
pearance, was a result of their terrorist 
strategy. But he did list some terrorist 
achievements, including Israel had been 
forced to divert some of its resources to 
fight terror, and the terrorists had raised 


the level of awareness of the Palestinian 
issue in the world, harmed Israel's tourism, 
immigration and other contacts with the 
world, and built up a “fairly credible’ op- 
position to a negotiated settlement which 
would feave them out in the cold.” 

They had however failed to disrupt every~ 
day life in Israel and had ajiented moderate 
Israelis and strengthened their opposition 
to political concessions to the Arabs. They 
had alse failed in their attempts to disrupt 
relations between Israel and the Arabs of 
the occupied territories. 

In their relations with the Arab world, 
the terrorists had failed to free themselves 
from their “crippling dependence” on the 
Arab regimes and had failed to coerce the 
Arab regimes into changing thelr policies, 
Dr. Ben-Dor said. 

Another speaker at the conference, Prof. 
Raymond Tanner of Michigan University, 
currently a visiting professor at the Heb- 
rew University, said that his Gores eae 
suggested that reprisals on a 
weak effect. “Terror has ἃ life of its own, 
relatively independent of reprisals.” 

Higher Arab casualty rates in Israeli 
reprisals had not resuited in lower levels of 
terror. “With respect to Israeli casualties, 
the paradoxical finding emerged that fewer 
reprisals are expected where there are 
higher Israeli casualties earlier.” 

Prof. Tanner said there was 2 Cyclical 
trend of terror, reaching a peak in the spring 
and autumn. There was ἃ need for a “terror 
incident reporting system” to report trends 
to the public so that they could prepare 
themselves for cyclical bad news, -to pre- 
vent shock and panic. He also suggested 
that the processes discovered in his and 
similar studies could be converted into 
“probability estimates” which could give 
decision-makers an idea of the consequences 
when deciding on reprisals. 

Prof. Yehzkel Dror of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity said the readiness to accept pain on 
the part of the nation being attacked — an 
aeceptance of terrorism as one accepted 
traffic accidents and disease — could help 
significantly to reduce the impact of ter- 
rorism. Such an attitude, could be encou- 
raged by a resolute political leadership’ 
which understood the matter. 

Both he and Prof. George Quester of Cor- 
nell eslied for hardening potential terrorist 
targets by increased security measures, in- 
eluding the use of modern technology. 

Prof. Dror urged strict control all over 
the world, not only of nuclear and bio-che- 
mical weapons themselves, but of the know- 
ledge required to develop them by terror- 
ists. This would include the screening of 
advanced students in these areas. Control 
on the international movement of terrorists 
can he assisted by computerized fingerprint 
tests, he suggested. 


Expert predicts Palestine factions ᾿ 
will use terror against each other: 


In ‘dealing with terrorists holding hos 


tages, Prof. Dror sald that such terrorists - 


should be regarded as being outside the 
law and that no promises: made to them 
need be kept. ‘They are to be tricked in 
every way after being rendered harmless.” 

In dealing with their demands, a policy 
of non-response might be advisable along 
with interdiction of mass-media reporting 
on the incident. Prof. Dror suggested that 
counter-hostages might be used against the 
terrorists. “These approaches have high 
costs in terms of demecratic-humane values 
and can be counter-productive by stimula. 
ting escalated terrorism,” he said. “Never- © 
theless, under some circumstances they may 
provide the only useful counter-terroriain 
measures.” - 


To evolve effective counter-terror stra-’ 
tegy, Prof. Dror called for an infrastructure 
including inter-disciplinary teams who would 
explore tetrorist patterns and . 
and would develop approaches. to counter 
terror. The infrastructure would also con- 
tain command centres for handling counter- 
terrorist activity. ἡ 

Prof. Quester said that terroriam could 
thrive in the modern world because of its 
increasing vulnerability — fragile aircraft 
and off storage depots, as an example. — 
and the ,increasing destructive power avail- 
able to terrorists. “We will soon enough 
have to contemplate the prospect that the 
PLO or IRA or Mafia or Jewish Defence 
League may be able to lay their hands on 
nuclear weapons.” 

The - increasing: value. placed on human 
life in modern society also aggravated its 
vulnerability to blackmail, he said. This 
attitude towards life was evidenced by the 
elimination of the death penalty in many 
countries and the enormous sums devoted 
to keeping marginally healthy people alive 
with kidney machines and other. devices. 
“All of this estabHshes a predetermined 
greater willingness to give in 
acts.” Technology σου be a good way 
towards mitigating, although not elimina- 
ting, the effects of terrorism, he gaid. 

Is Israel particularly vulnerable to guerrilla 
warfare? On the contrary, said Prof. Ques-~ 
ter, it was particularly invulnerable. De-. 
serts, he noted, did not serve terrorists, as 
did jungies. Z 

As for the possible use of nuclear | wea.

Thirteen Arab and Druse children 
are at the centre, which was origin- 
ally Set up in a house in Hameginim 
Avenue, in 1967, with 20 children. 

The house became too small as the 
number of children increased, and 
friends of Micha raised funds abroad 
and in Israel for another storey, 
which has been named for the late 
Cary and Joe Metzger, of New York, 
whose children made the major con- 
tributions to mark their name.

Arab butchers in East Jerusa- 
lem are to press for the right to 
import mon-kosher meat. Such im- 
ports are now banned by the Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry, 

Yitzhak Gutman, secretary of the 
overwhelmingly Jewish Jerusulem 
Commerce Federation, told The Je- 
rusdlem Post Sunday: 
demand is justified. The main item 
in their butcher shops is lambs’ 
meat, which — if kosher --- cannot 
be sold at less than IL33 to IL25 
per kilo, 

“They, claim they can get plenty 
of non-kosher frozen lamb in Aus- 
tralia and elsewhere, and that it 
could be sold for as Jow as IL12 
to TL15 per kilo. There is no rea- 
son for our Arab co-cltizens to have 
to pay a premium for kashkruf when 
their dietary requirements do not 
eall for it.” 

In their statement Sunday, 
Arab butchers said that if the Gov- 
ernment refuses to ease its ban on 
importation of non-kosher meat, 
then it should subsidize the Arab 
butchers, to enable them to import 
live lamb at market prices, and sell 
“This would avoid bit- 
terness among the Arab population 
in Jerusalem,” 

Import of lambs from Jordan tc 
Judea-and-Samaria and East Jeru- 
salem was halted in 1969.

Τὰ the event of a company’s faflure, 
the National Insurance Institute 
will step in and pay workers’ wages 
and severance pay plus, if owed, the 
employer's contribution to the em- 
ployee’ 's pension fund.

pay plus severance pay, and a 
maximum of IE1,500 for the pen- 
sion fund debt. The money for the 
payments are in a new fund paid 
entirely by the employer — 0.1 per 
cent of the worker's gross pay.

Druse widow 
wins army 


pension — 
after 27 years 


ISFIYA. — A Druse widow has 
won a 27-year-long battle for a 
Defence Ministry pension — her 
husband was hanged by the Jorda- 
nians in Nablus in 1948 as Hagana 
spy. 

Mrs. Hamdi Hassoun's husband, 
Kayed, and a relative left Daliat 
el-Carmel in the winter of 1948 to 
gather information on Arab plans 
to attack from the Nablus area. 
They were caught — after a fight 
in which many of their would-be 
captors fell — and Kayed was even- 
tually hanged in the main square 
of Nablus, leaving his widow with 
two orphaned daughters and a son. 

Due to lack of any Hagana re- 
cords about Hassoun’s mission it 
was not until two years ago that 
he received recognition --- when 
former Hagana member Giora Zaid 
testified that he remembered that 
Kayed Hassoun had served in the 
Hagana. But the Defence Ministry 
still refused to pay the pension 
Now, thanks to the intervention of 
Kemal Nasr Adin, head of the or 
ganization of bereaved Druse fami- 
lies, it has been decided to grant 
the monthly pension before com- 
plete adjudication of the case. (tim)

Foreign investment plunges

Foreign investment in Israel ind- 
ustry—as measured by approvals 
issued at the Treasury's Investment 
Centre—fell sharply last year. 

A final report released last week 
by the centre showed total outlays 
from abroad, for expansion purposes 
and new enterprises, at $117.5m. for 
1974, compared with $241m. in 1973. 
The number of projects also fell 
from 361 in 1973 to 250 last year. 

Among the most dramatic slow- 
downs in overseas investment were 
those by Americans and Canadians. 
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ality grouping among the imported 
experts. 


Chemical industries led all others 
in the amount over all new invest- 
ment last year—IL1.2b. compared 
with IZ420m. in 1973, Other lead- 
ers were foods, metal products and 
textiles, 

New investment also rose last 
year in agriculture and real prop- 
erty. However, the service indus- 
tries, including tourism and bank- 
ing, showed a drop in fresh capital. 

Last week Finance Minister 
Yehoshua Rabinowitz told a Labour 
Party meeting in Haifa that he had 
asked 10 leading Israel businessmen 
to leave their offices for a year 
and go to the U.S. to find new inv- 
estors for Israel enterprises. An 
aide to the Minister told The Jeru- 
salem Post yesterday that he did 
not know how many of them had 
agreed to seek foreign investors.
